Vice - Chancellor 
Speaks at Mac 

Dr. Cyril james Principal, congratulated the prise-win- 
ners, and commented thit there were more of them than in 
previous years, also, that enrollment had increased both at 
Macdonald and McCill. 

He then ventured to ask two questions. Why the hun^jer 
for a higher education ? What should be done about it 
besides erecting new buildings and colleges ? 

**Five years ago,'* he said, *'the present enrollment was 
thought to be unbelievable, but it has come abort. It will 
be the same a^a'tn, as the rate will increase in the years to 
come. The causes are : a higher birth rate (which is of 
little significance in itself), and that there are a larger per- 
centage of pupils completing Hi^h School and continuing 
their education in college. There is a desire and need for a 
university education, and it is encouraged by parents, teachers, 
corporations, and governments." 

Reasons put forth by Dr. |ames were : 

1 ) The technilogicai revolution consisting of a change of 
scientific environment. More, and faster changes will 
take place in the future, for this is only the beginning. 
There is a desire to play an active part in this effort, 
and it. of course, requires a higher education. 

2) National defence. 

3 ) The revolutionary change of political structure in 
society. As ha cited this as being the most Imporfant 
reason of the three, Or. |amei continued to expound 
upon it. 

*'We need people ttudyine tha languaga of others, their 
social and economic patterns. Wa aead people studying tha 
locial and oconomic pitterns and policies of our own country. 
Thara is a challanga^ clear and dafinife.*'

Dr. F.C. James, Principal of McGill University, said 
in Tuejsday'p Annual Assembly that there has been a great 
change in education today. He said that people now tvant 
to finish high school and that they want to go to college. 
This is, of course, a debatable point. 1 believe the majority 
cf people do not irani to finish high school; they ti4ive to 
finish it. By the same token, they do not want to g(5 to 
college ; they have to. Most people realise that, in order to 
get almost any job today, they have to produce a piece of 
jpaper which says High School I^eaving Certificate on it I 
in order to get employment which has a future, they must 
show another scrap of paper signifying that they have a 
degree of some sort. These people enter college with the 
^gree as their sole aim in life, threfore, the prime purpose 
of college is defeated. The main aim of any educational ins- 
titution worth its salt is to broaden the individual's outlook 
m life in general and this cannot be accomplished simply 
by reading the prescribed text books. 

Dr. James also said that there is a need fi / y^iriiiene 
comprehension and understanding in the world as it now 
Utands. This is undoubtedly true; but this comprehension 
und undestanding cannot be a by-product of today's edu- 
cational set-up. People going to college simply to get their 
degree enter college with a closed mind. Nothing is allowed 
to distract them from their pursuit of this goal. They regis- 
ter and graduate Avith the same views on the world around 
them. In effect, they are being forced to go to college, and 
unyone who is being forced to do something do^s not do 
it well. There are quite a few people in the world now who 
have the comprehension and understanding that is neces- 
sary but with no degrees, they are being pushed under by 
the tide of completely worthless people with degrees who 
are running full tilt through witji dollars signs in 
their eyes.

Macdonald College, long in the track and field doldrums, began 

{to show real lile as the young team placed second to CMR in the 
ntercollegiate track meet held on Saturday. October 21st, at St. 
ohns. They scored 39V« points to beat out Royal Military College 
or second place. 



Freshman Physical Education student Gary MacDonald ran the 
race of his life to win the 880 yards dash in 2 minutes and 7 seconds. 
He collapsed from sheer exhaustion after the race, but had enough 
guts to come back and win his leg of the mile relay. His outstanding 
Serformance helped the team run a strong second to CMR, who ended 
tip with a total of 56 points. 

Some poor starting on the part of one of the officials caused 
Dave Greenstein to miss the final in the 100 yards, but made up 
for it by placing in a tie for first in the 220 yards and a tie for 
gecond in the 440 yards. Peter Pottinger, our import from New 
Zealand, was in the tie for second in the 440 yards with Dave. 

Bernard St. Rose also had a bad start in the 100 yards. This 
coupled with too short a run in the broad jump looked as if he was 
in for a poor day. He came up with some points however, placing 
second in the javelin, his throw was good enough to break the old 
record of 159 feel. Messrs. Slater and Rutherford had only one half 
hour practice in the pole vault, but managed to place third and 
fourth respectively. With many of this years teams coming back 
tieKt year, things look bright for future championships, but it would 
llever have happened had it not been for the efforts of the Mr. Law- 
rence Lowe, who, in his rookie year as coach, helped the team more 
than any other person. Every member of the team is indebted to 
liiin in this regai'd. Not to. be forgotten, was our transportation to 
tbe meet which was handled by the team manager Butch Neil.
